BELFAST MOTOR CYCLIST 
KILLED 
The Belfast “ Hundred ” motor cycle 


race at Carrowdore, Co, Down, on Satur- 
day was ma by an unfortunate 
fatality, J. T. Brown, of Ballyvaston, 
Glengormley, near Belfast, crashing into 
a .telegraph pole and being almost 
instantly killed. : 

The accident occurred at a sharp bend 
on the coast road near Ballywalter. 
Brown took the bend at a speed of some- 
thing like a hundred miles an hour and 
failed to’negotiate it. When the machine 
struck the telegraph pole he was thrown 
on his head. The motor cycle was wrecked, 
the front wheel being torn off and carecer- 
ing down the road for. some distance, while 
tha tank caught fire. 

A number of people rushed to Brown’s 
assistance. They included Dr. Dudgeon, 
of Belfast, who did what was possible for 
him on the spot, before he was carried. to 
a Red Cross ambulance about a mile away. 
He was then taken to Ards District 
Hospital, where life was found to be 
extinct. 

Brown was a promising young ricer, 
and had this year competed in the North- 
West “ 200’ and the Ulster Grand Prix. 
He had not previously raced in the 
Carrowdore event. 

Herbert Magill, of Ravenhill road, 
Belfast, another rider in the race, crashed 
into a hedge, and had to be taken to the 
Ards Hospital suffering from a badly 
crushed ankle.
